This letter was writ- 
ten just before he left training camp in 
Pngland, Tt will be remembered 
that Mr Larkin was the popular 
leader of the Claresholm band at the 
time of bis enlistment. | 

Olterpool., England, | 
September 3, 1915. | 
Dear Wife and Son:— 

I received your letter and 
am glad to hear you are both well. 
You will be glad to hear that Tam 
also in the best of health. 

AsI have the time now and as we 
expect to leave for somewhere at the 
front at a moment’s notice. I thought 
perhaps you would like to hear all 
about our trip and experience since 
we left Canada, . 

Our trip across the Atlantic was 
not of the best, although the weather 
was good and the sea calm, but we 
| were frightfully overcrowded and the! 
| food was anything but good. How- 
}ever we were prepared for this und 
everyone took ull these inconviences 
in a most cheerful spirit. We were 
unescorted untill we saw the shores 
jof England, but evidently German 
| submarines were after tis for we steer: 
ed a southerly course und came ac- 
jross the Bay of Biscay. We reached 
England on a beautiful sunny day 
and everyone was delighted to see 
land once more especially the green ; 
fields and rich red loam of Devon- | 
shire. We received a most heasty | 
welcome from everyone, from the 
small sailing boats which came out of 
Plymouth Harbour to meet us, to the 
large naval training ships crowded 
with future midshipmeu at Dartmouth 
Everyone all along the line greeted 
us with just as much enthusiasm, and 
it made us feel a little comforted for 
baving left home and family when 
such signs of gratitude were shown. 

The sight of greeu fields and trees 
excited many of us and “Scotty” Con- 
non could not keep his seat for excite- 
ment, ‘Oh, Bob, what do you think 
of God’s country?” he kept on say- 
ing, quite forgetting the existence of:

Before starting out Captain Prebota | 
was warned to take the greutest care 
{f he valued his life, but he took the |

thick and thin.” f 

The black horse of which the gallant 
captain was so proud was indeed a 
beautiful animal. But there was some 
thing very extraordinary about bis tail,

When Prebots arrived if the disturb- 
ed section of the city he fearlessly de 
livered his message.

It seems that as he whirled his horse 
about several men seized hold of the 
animal, But the powerful creature 
threw them all except one, a lad of 
fourteen, who seized the horse's tail. 
That tail was the object of interest 
that bad caused the shooting to stop, 
for it had come off.

A division, which is the largest body 
known in the organization of the Amer- 
feun army, will fully man -tWo miles of 
trenches. The regulation distnnce in 
the manning of-a trench is a yard to 
a man, There are three lines, bow- 
ever, needed to fully man such de- 
fenses—-the firing line, which is down 
in the trench, a yard between each 
man; the support, which is back a 
short distance, and the reserve, which 
is behind the support. These three 
parts of the defense are of equal size. 

In locifting an enemy dust clouds 
are often excellent fudications. A low, 
thick cloud indicates infantry, a Ligh 
und thin cloud indicates cavalry, while 
a broken cloud {ndicates artillery or 
Wagon trains, An experienced scout 
can closely estimate the character and 
strength of an enemy solely by the 
dust cloud, A 

An aeroplane to be perfectly safe 
must keep at an elevation of at least 
4,000 feet above the ground. 

Although the telegraph and telephone 
have become generally used in battle 
for purposes of communication, for dis- 
tances under half a mile the old fash-

ORIGIN OF STARS. 


(t May Be That the Nebular Hypothe- 
sus le All Wrong. 

The nebular hypothesis is that the 
stars were formed by the cooling and 
cohering of the gaseous nebulae, These 
“filmy veils of luminous gas,” which 
are visible to the naked eye in the 
Milky way, are supposed to be star 
stuff. Many of these clouds have in 
their centers tiny spots of bright light, 
the supposed beginnings of new stars 
and suns. ' 

In 1910 astronomers at Lick observ: 
atory discovered that the older a star 
becomes the faster it travels through 
space. Then the question arose, Can 
nebulae be stars in formation when 
their speed is even greater thun the 
oldest stars? 


The astronomers began to doubt the |

At a point eighty 
miles ont of Skagway the survey bad 
been made for the road along the shore

No “Smoke of Battle” 

One of the marked features of fhe 
European conflict that distinguishes it 
from the wars of the past is the ab- 
sence of smoke on the firing lines. 
Owing to the use of smokeless powder 
no smoke is made when a rifle is dis- 
charged, while the heaviest artillery 
throws off nothing more than’ a thin 
mist that is invisible a hundred yards 
away, and disappears within a few 
seconds after the gun is fired. Only 
‘pier shrapnel or a shell explodes in 
the enemy's lines is there anything 
visible in the way cf smoke, the whole 
purpose beiny to conceal the position 
of the guns throwing tho projectiles, 
while making the points where the 
projectiles explode clearly visible. The 
expression, ‘the smoke of battle,” so 
faithfully descriptive of the wars of 
the past, has Uttle meaning when dp- 
plied to a modern war.—Popular Me- 
chanics.

A. Conan Doyle Suggests Shields and 
Helmets For Soldiers 

Sir A, Conan Doyle, in a letter 
printed in the London Times, advo- 
cates the use of armor in modern war- 
fare.

fall. They have asked the Canadian

lexport, and when the movement can 
be started, 

An estimate is being made by the 


Grain Exchanges and ‘similar auth- 
orities. An unofficial caleulation | 
piaces the exportable amount of Can- 
adian wheat at a hundred and seventy. 
five million dollars’ worth. 

In Canada there has been anxiety 
over the question of ocean transport. 
Tonnage has becn short since the war 
began. For a time it was difficult to 
secure ships to cgrry hay and oats | 
}from Canada to tne armies. The 
British government solved this prob- 
lem by providirg a fleet of eighteen 
freight ships. It is hopea that the 
admiralty may do something of the 
ame kind to help the movement of 
wheat this fall. 

If the British authorities do this it 
will solve one great problem, and will 
leave only the difficulty of exchange 
to dealt with. With the present 
rate of axe se against London the

is a matter delicate nagotiation.

It is simply a spade 
blade of well known shape but of 
speeially hard steel, which will act as 
a shield. It is made to be readily de- 
tachable from its handle. A little to 
one side of its centre it is provided 
with an opening larger than a rifle 

Through this, the soldier can 
thrust his rife, the hole being suffie- 
jently large to enable him to sight it, 
With the blade driven vertically into 
the ground, the rifle rests on the lower 
wall of this opening and thus has its 
weight easily supported, While crouch:

This device is actually in use on the 
firing line in large numbers, It is one 
of the few inventions made since the 
opening of the war «nd almost immed- 
lately put into use, extensively.
